Indeed, it is believed here 
that the purpose of the open session 
was to show the whole world exactly 
what the difference were, so that world 
opinion would force^a. settlement, v 


As matters stand now, the basic 


principle of limitation in the sense of 
self-denial has been announced by the 
"United States as fundamental. Thir 
means that America regards limita 
tion'of armament, not by any means 
as leaving the navies of the worlc 
more powerful than before, but simply 
in the same status from a relative 
point of view. Unless this idea is ac- 
cepted, officials of the American gov- 
ernment se no opportunity for econo 
roy. 
GIBSON GETS SUPPORT 


Ambassador Gibson has the whole 


hearted support of the governmen' 
here in his statement that the naval 
experts should not consider a treaty 
of limitation, on any upward basis suf- 
ficient to take care of all contingencies 
in time of war. but on a peace basis 
sufficient to take care of such emer- 
gencies 'AS^now can be foreseen.,.In 
other words, the American govern 
ment does not look forward to another 
•world war but recognizes that con- 
tinental conflicts are possible and are 
in the nature 
of emergencies 
for 


which the British navy at present 
strength is an adequate protection for 
British interests. 


Mr. Gibson's • theory that a navy 


should exist for defensive purposes 
in time of peace is in line with the 
oft-expressed argument of Republican 
and Democratic presidents that arma- 
ment should- be reduced ultimately to 
the lowest point consistent with do 
mestic safety. 
The British experts 


in arguing for more cruisers to tak 
care of commerce raiders, have shown 
again that their Interest is in a navy 
which can care for an enemy such 
a-= Germany was in 1914. The Amcr 
lean government takes the view thai 
•;!nce no such competitor exists now 
on the high seas, limitation of arma- 
ment is a practical matter after all 
and not a theory of possible opposi 
tion in the indefinite future. 


XO XEED FOR NAVIES 


The inferences 
which have been 


drawn here are. tflat if Great Britain 
Japan and the United States should 
continue to be friends in the future 
as they have been in the past, there 
is little likelihood of any real need 
for such navies as are now being 
built and that limitation really de 
pcnds upon 
the relations 
between 


these three big naval powers. 


The Japanese are believed here to 


be close to the American viewpoint 
but the British naval experts are not 
yet reconciled to the idea of down- 
ward revision. 
PuMic opinion alone 


will influence them, and the American 
delegation is 
counting hea\-ily 
on 


world wide publicity to show the Bri 
tish navalists 
that peoples every 


where are eager for some sign tha' 
the powerful countries of the worU 
r.re beginning to rely more on tnutua 
trust and understanding than upon 
excessive armament.

VIENNA TORN

Police Forced to Fire on

Vienna— OP) —An official commu- 


nique issued by the office of'Chancel 
lor Seipel Saturday said that Friday's 
rebellion had been suppressed. 
The 


communique states that 12 persons 
were killed and 119 injured. 


Paris — OP) — Vienna, among the 


stateliest capitals of / Europe, 
was 


plunged into one of the worst riots of 
its chequered' history Friday, but re- 
ports reaching Paris both by way of 
Berlin and Czechoslovak frontiers 
town of Bratislava Saturday indicated 
that the police, after fighting all af- 
ternoon, restored order and are mas' 
ters of the situation. 


A single dispatch ^received 
direct 


from riot-torn Vienna since Friday af- 
ternoon declares 
that the situation 


there is improving. 


News from Bratislava. Czecho-Slo- 


vakia, and other points near the fron- 
tier, confirms the seriousness of Fri- 
day's rioting. These despatches esti- 
mate the number of dead at 12 and 
the injured at 119. 


These reports agree that the upris 


ing grew to alarming proportions 
be< 


cause workmen from the suburbs ol 
Vienna surprised the police and spread 
the agitation ^through the center of 
the city before measures were taken 
by the police to control the movement 


The authorities seem to have'realiz- 


ed the danger of the movement only 
when the rioters forced their way in 
to the Palace of justice and .seized and 
set fire to the flies of'legal documents, 
For some time the mob kept the fire 
men" from approaching 
the building 


and 'meanwhile the blaze spread. 


The mob, reinforced rapidly by new 


arrivals from factories 
around 
the 


city, then attacked the police posl 
near the city hall and destroyed 
all 


furniture and documents found there. 


It was "then the police authorities 


finally decided that energetic measures 
were necessary to prevent a further 
spread of the trouble. 
Detachments 


were sent to the scene of the riot. 
They were received with a shower of 
stones thrown by demonstrators. 


With this, the bloodshed began, the 


police using arms to protect them- 
slielves from the mob. The firemen 
were then able to get the hose into 
play and confined the conflagration to 
the buildings of the palace of the jus- 
tice. 


The police finally succeeded in throw- 


ing the rioters from the squares and 
streets in the immediate vicinity of 
the palace of justice.

$1,000,000 suit against Henry Ford 
was settled Saturday, Mr. Sapiro an- 
nounced. 


The suit was settled on the basis 


of a new statement which Mr. Sapiro 
announced had been issued to 
Mr. 


Ford in addition to the recent apol- 
ogy for anti-Jewish statements which 
appeared in Fords publication, The 
Dearborn Independent. 


Sapiro sued Ford for libel as a re- 


sult of some of the articles alleging 
Sapiro was engaged in cooperative 
marketing as part of a Jewish con- 
spiracy, t oobtain control of Ameri- 
can agriculture. There was no mon- 
ey settlement involved, Sapiro said. 


"The Dearborn Independent wishes 


to announce that the suit commenc- 
ed by Aaron Sapiro for libel against 
the Dearborn Independent and Henry 
Ford has been terminated satisfac- 
tory to all parties," said a statement 
authorized by Mr. Ford and the pub- 
lication.. 


SUIT BASED 05? ARTICLES 
"The suit was based upon state- 


ments appearing in a series of artic- 
les published in 1925 and 1926 by the 
Dearborn Independent upon the^ sub- 
ject matter of cooperation associa- 
tions organized on the Sapiro plan. 


?'The articles complained of by Mr. 


Sapiro dealt with the so called Sapiro 
plan of cooperative marketing 
and 


the relations of Mr. Sapiro with the 
association 
organized 
on 
this 


plan. They were prepared and 'writ- 
ten by a contributor to the Dearborn 
Independent whoseiworks and—writ- 
ings .have in the past ^appeared in 
various periodicals in this 
country. 


They were accepted at their face 
value by the Dearborn Publishing Co. 


"It has since been found that inac- 


curacies of fact were present in the 
articles and that erroneous conclu- 
sions were drawn from these inaccu- 
racies by the -writer. As result of 
this, Mr. Sapiro may have been in- 
jured and reflections cast- upon him 
unjustly. Such statements as may 
have reflected upon Mr.' Sapiro's hon- 
or or integrity, impugned his n.ctives 
or challenged the propriety "of his 
personal or professsional actions ire 
withdrawn. Likewise the charge that 
there was a Jewish 
ring which 


sought to exploit the American far- 
mer cooperative associations is with- 
drawn. 
FORD DID NOT TAKE PART 
"Mr. Henry Ford DID NOT partici- 


pate personally in the publication of 
the articles and 
has no 
personal 


knowledge of what was said in them. 
He. of course, deprecates greatly that 
any facts that were published in a 
periodical «o closely associated with 
his name in the minds of the pub- 
lic should be untrue. 


"The articles in question dealt with 


cooperative marketing. The Dearborn 
Independent has 
published repeat- 


edly articles dealing with

phases of this subpect and of other 
subjects of interest to the farmer. If 
the da\-ancement and development of 
cooperative marketing has suffered 
by reason of the publication of these 
articles, then we sincerely regret _ It.

EXPLOSIONS WRECK WATER 


MAINS TO LOS ANGELES 


Los Angeles —(/P)— Two dynamite 


explosions in close succession late Fri- 
day night and early Saturday wrecked 
a section of the Los Angeles aqueduct 
and caused the shutting off of the flow 
which gives this city its main water 
supply. Word of the blasting was re- 
ceived by the city water and power 
bureau here by telephone. 


The greatest damage was done by 


the second blast, eight miles north of 
Independence. Cal. It destroyed a 
water gate and tore out a section of 
open trenching necessitating the clos- 
ing of the duct. 


The first blast which did little dam- 


age was less than 15 miles from the 
scene of the second explosion. The 
latest explosion increases to 11 the 
number which has been reported in 
the last two years.

Not the Only Ones Who Risk 
Their Lives 


New Orleans—The eagles of the air 


have won tho applause of tho nation. 
Tho Lindberghs, Chamberlins, Byrds, 
Mai (.lands 
and the rest have dared 


greatly and achieved greatly. 
They 


have brought new honors to American 
aviation. 


But now it is time to talk about an- 


other American 
aviator; an aviator 


who dared greatly, too, and risked all 
that a man can risk—his 
life—but 


who did it in obscurity, without the 
blare of trumpets, seeking not glory 
but the safety and comfort of others. 


This man is Major Gordon -McCoy, 


of the U. S. army air service. For two 
months he has been saving lives in 
tho flooded regions of Louisiana, flying 
all [day long, week after week, spend- 
ing' his own money, going without 
sleep, risking deatli in various forms, 
doing it quietly and without acclaim— 
but making a record that the people 
of the valley will not .soon forget. 


VOLUNTEERED FOK SERVICK 
Major McCoy was stationed at Mem- 


phis, Tenn., as Instructor to the Ten- 
nessee national guard, when the flood 
came. He volunteered 
for 
service, 


took his army plane and was assigned 
to rescue work in the lower valley. 


No one knows just how many lives 


he saved. Daily he flew out far over 
the flooded valleys, circling like a 
hawk over inundated farm lands and 
pastures. Far below he would see a 
group of people, clinging to a roof top 
in the midst of the swirling waters. 
Down ho would soar hovering beside 
them. A wave of his hand would give 
them a message of encouragement; 
then he would shoot aloft again, ris 
ing until he could signal a distant 
coast guard boat to come and rescue 
the marooned people. 


Probably the most dangerous of his 


exploits came near Dailey's landing, 
on Bayou Boeuf. He saw a negro on 
the roof of a house, dropped down and 
landed in the water alongside. 


"Boss, howdy," 
cried 
the negro. 


"I'se sure glad to see you and I'se 
sure the boss would invite you right 
in, if right in warn't filled with wa- 
ter and the boss sick !n the attic and 
not able to say anything much." 


Major McCoy entered the house. He 


found 22 white people lying in its stuf- 
fy, damp attic. A short examination 
showed him the trouble—smallpox! 


Away went the major to the near- 


est coast gua'rd station. Back to the 
house he guided a rescue boat, seeing 
to it that the 
sick people—and the 


negro—were taken away safely. 
He 


saw them 
conducted to a 
hospital 


camp, received the doctor's assuran- 
ces that all would recover—and then 
went and had himself vaccinated and 
resumed his rescue work. 


WON'T TAKE PRAISE 


"Shucks! Most any airman can do 


that sort of thing," he remarked. 


That is only a sample of Major Mc- 


Coy's work. Day after day, 'week in 
and week 
out, 
lie has been doing 


things like that. From daybreak un- 
til dusk his plane has soared over the 
flooded farms and villages, guiding the 
rescue boats and safeguarding 
the 


lives of those threatened by the flood. 


He has gained no fame. There will 


be no triumphal welcomes or medals 
for him when he goes home. 


But he has honored American avia- 


tion just as surely as Lindbergh and 
Chamberlin have honored it. And the 
people of the valley know it.

All :aich ore re- 
quires both milling and smelting while 
much of it requires elaborate treat- 
ment.

"It is this fourth group of mines— 


namely the foreign mines—that have 
reduced the price of copper to its pres- 
ent low level of about 12'/£ cents a 
pound. This low level has forced out of 
business three-quarters of the copper 
mines in the United States. During the 
past week I have witnessed scores ol 
mines closed down which would be 
operating on 15 cent copper. I have 
visited communities which were ac- 
tive boooming cities when copper was, 
at 20 cents, but which today arc al- 
most 
depopulated. Yet, 
if 
copper 


should go back to even 
15 cents a 


pound these towns 
would again be- 


come 'active and 
17 *£ cent copper 


would make then 
very 
prosperous 


communities. Futrhermore, ' 15 cent 
copper—and even 17 ^ cent coppec=- 
would not increase the total copper 
production so much as one'would think 
Seventeen and a half c6nt copper—and 
even 15 cent copper—would be a. tre- 
mendous help to the United State: 
and keep a lot of money in this coun- 
try without increasing the total pro- 
duction more than 20 per cent. The 
mines now producing with 12 M cent 
copper are very^large mines while the 
mines which would be brought into 
producing with higher priced copper 
v.-ouid be small mines. 
These sma! 


mines, however, would be scattered 
over a half a dozen states an-i would 
greatly help about one hundred com- 
munities. I know of nothing which 
would so much help Montana, Nevada 
Arizona, Utah, and one or two other 
states as an increase of 5 cents a 
pound m the price of copper.

silver would also be beneficial. 


COPPER STATISTICS 


"The* public has never had a square 


deal in connection with copper statis- 
tics. The insiders have all the facts 


but tho outsiders have only a portion 
of them. The available statistics, how 
ever, show today that production has 
for the present reached a 
standstill 


whlk consumption Is still increasing. 
The great Katanga mines in Africa 
produced even less last month than 
they ' produced 
the 
corresponding 


month a year ago. Yet. notwithstand 
Ingr a decline in production and an in- 
crease in consumption, tho price ol 
copper has been declining. This Is a 
very peculiar situation. Th. coinmo: 
belief out here in the copper counlr.s 
is that tho price is purposely being de- 
pressed to, eliminate the few Indepen- 
dent mines which arc holding on )>> 
their teeth. Twelve and one half pei 
cent copper seems 
to be about the 


dead line at which the average mine 
can continue to operate and barely paj 
operating expenses without any pro- 
fits. 
So long as copper icmains at 


12% cents these mines can Le put out 
of business. I cannot believe that the 
bis operators arc intentionally carry- 
ing on such a program. This would-be 
a short sighted policy and certainly i 
policy which would do much harm to 
an important and useful industry.'

Furthermore, the law. of action anc 
reaction ocmes into play when sue! 
manipulation is attempted. When th< 
price of and commodity is depressed 
under such statistical conditions as ex- 
ist in the copper industry today, a vio 
lent re-action should some day taki 
'place. The belief''out here is that when 
the big operators finally eliminate the 
independents foi-'which they are gun 
ning, th price olj copper will be mark 
ed up about 5 cents a pound thus en 
ablmg these bis" operators to reap a 
rich harvest. JJ'hat will happen af 
tcr this violent Jpturn will depend up 
on production and consumption at thi 
future time, t 'believe, however, tha 
the natural increase in consumptioi 
will be enough {p enable certain mine 
to again start producing and to con 
tinue producing,' for'some years t 
come. For this jreason I believe tha 
many copper communities which ar 
now discouraged ^have justification fo 
taking heart. Moreover, I do not be 
licve that the big operators are as bat 
as many people here paint them to be

Since we started our 
fight on liquor the wets "have proposed 
low license, high license, local option, 
state control, city ordinance and every 
other form of control—none of which 
has been successful anywhere. 


'We have never tried government 


control and I am sure this country 
will never let the government so Into 
the liquor business. 
Xor are the re- 


actionary wets in earnest about that 
proposition. They want the govern- 
ment to keep out of every other busi- 
ness—why do they advocate govern- 
ment ownership of the liquor busi- 
ness? 


We believe our experience shows 


that we arc right in our principle that 
"prohibition is the best method of deal- 
ing with the liquor trafllc."

CHANGE IN BADGER

CROPJCREAGES 


More Potatoes' and Barley 


Planted in Wisconsin This 
Year 


Madison —W)—Marked changes In 


crop acreage^ especially In potatoes, 
tobacco and canning peas, are being 
made by Wisconsin farmers this year, 
the state and U. S. departments of 
agriculture report. 


Through the department's Crop and 


Livestock reporting service. It Is an- 
nounced that the drastic changes In- 
dicate farmers are adjusting their pro- 
.duction programs so as to obtain a 
more 
satisfactory 
combination of 


crops. 
Tho total crop acreage, how- 


ever, has changed only slightly, there 
being an Increase of only about one- 
fourth of one per cent this year. 


The report is based upon the July 1 


survey of the department. 


"For the past two years," the report 


states, "good potato prices have pre- 
vailed and as a^result more acres are 
planted. The potato acreage.in Wis- 
consin this year is estimated to be 
258,000 as compared to 230,000 for last 
year—an increase of 12 per cent. The 
potato situation in Wisconsin is al- 
most in exact agreement with that of 
the United States as a whole. 


"Tobacco shows an increase in Wis- 


consin from 29.000 acres last year to 
32,200 acres this year. For the United 
States as a whole the tobacco acreage 
shows a decrease of 4 per cent.

LUMBER INDUSTRY SET 


FOR BIG FALL TRADE 


In its weekly market review, the 


AMERICAN' LUMBERMAN, Chicago, 
says: The lumber industry appears to 
be in good position for fall trade, as 
during the first half of the year the 
softwood mills sold 7 per cent more 
than they manufactured.'There has. 
therefore, been no accumulation of un- 
sold lumber in the handa of producers, 
while -hand-to-mouth" buying has kept 
down the stocks of retail yards, which 
have been very cautious about future 
commitments. Any attempts by the 
softwood mills to market more lum- 
ber than was moving from yards to 
final 
consumers, 
have 
resulted in 


price weakness, and this has been ac- 
centuated, during the midsummer lull 
that is usual in the lumber trade.^As 
a result, the mills have been further 
restricting their 
output since the 


Fourth of July holiday. They have, 
however, reason for taking a cheer 
ful view of fall prospects. But the pre- 
valent opinion is that the present lull 
will not be definitely broken until the 
beginning of August when stocking 
for fall trade will^set in. As wholesale 
buying nowadays "keeps pace with re- 
tad yard sales, the ^nanufacturers ex- 
pect a volume of j^rders that will en- 
able prices to' regain at least the 
ground they lost in recent weeks. 


Hardwood production was so heavily 


curtailed by th€ Mississippi 
Valley 


floods that supplies would be too 
small for a normal volume of business. 
But the market has not developed the 
strength that was expected, and in 
fact prices have been showing soft- 
ness.-This is the result of lack of the 
usual amount of business "from the 
automotive and furniture industries, 
while building trades demand has also 
suffered because of the backwardness 
of the seasonr There are fewer pre- 
dictions being made today of sharped' 
vances. but supplies are so small in 
comparison with the ordinary run of 
fall requirements that there-will prob- 
ably be a strengthening of quotations 
as large consuming groups enter the 
market.

CIVIC CLUB HEARS 


TALK ON GOOD MILK 


Gerlach Tells Luncheon So- 


ciety What Constitutes High 
Grade Product 


The following address was delivered 


by C. A~. Geriach of the Valley Dairy 
Products Co. at a recent meeting of a 
luncheon club in Appleton: 


Efforts at civic 
improvement are 


successful in proportion to the extent 
to which they succeed in providing 
first class conditions for family life. 
Among these conditions the quality of 
the schools, of the water supply and 
of the milk supply are matters of con- 
siderable importance. In this connec- 
tion it will be well to give our at- 
tention for a few minutes to the prob- 
lem of what is a good %ilk supply. If 
this were a group of housewives" in- 
stead of being mere men they would 
know that a milk supply to be good 
mus,t be rich, clean, sweet and safe. 


RICH 


Dairy products make up approxi- 


mately 20 per cent of the diet of the 
American x people, and about half of 
this is consumed in the form of fluid 
milk. _ Therefore, milk may be as- 
sumed'as 10 per cent of our diet. There 
was a time when milk was supposed 
to be milk and all alike, but it is now 
recognized that the Holstein milk aver- 
ages about 3-3 'per cent to 3.4 per cent 
of fat, the Ayrshire is about 4 per 
cent, the Guernsey about 4.5 per cent, 
and the Jersey about E per cent of 
fat. The fat content represents about 
one-half of the food value of the milk, 
and the solids not fat increase with 
the fat. Therefore the housewife has 
long known that the depth of oream 
in the bottle of milk was an excellent 
index of its richness or food value. In 
the matter of'local enactments and in 
our practical control of our milk sup- 
plies we are accustomed to.rely upon 
the Babcock test as the measure of 
richness. But as a matter of fact, the 
housewife with her observation of the 
deptn of -the cream line is able to fol- 
low this matter so closely that she has 
little' need for depending upon the 
milk inspector in selecting a rich milk 
supply. 


CLEANLINESS 


We are all desirious of clean food, 


and we arc as a matter of fact quite 
insistent that all of our food shall be 
clean. We frequently hear disparag- 
ing remarks regarding the cleanliness 
of milk. These probably arise because 
of the fact that the white background 
of the milk causes any foreign-matter 
which may be present to stand out 
with startling distinctness much as 
would -a fleck 
of soot on a 
white 


dress. 


Careful measurements indicate that 


the amount of foreign 
matter pres- 


ent In milk after it is delivered to the 
consumer ordinarily amounts to about 
one part of foreign matter to four 
million parts of milk. In commercial 
operations we commonly determine the 
cleanliness of the milk by passing a 
pint of milk through a white cotton 
pad. The dirt left by the mttk show? 
up well on this white background. Th» 
housewife has an even more delicate 
method of measuring the cleanliness 
l\v looking through the bottom of the 
hottle of milk which has stood <ju:e'- 
ly for some hoars. While even the 
most carefully prepared Certified milk 
ordinarily shows traces of foreign mat- 
ter on careful inspection the amount 
of this foreign matter in milk is so 
slight that milk as it is ordinarily de- 
livered is one of our cleanest foods. 


SWEETNESS 


We commonly speak of milk us a 


3*r3shaWc food- By this we mean thai 
the plant life 3n the milk'very readily 
attaclcs the five per cent of sugar in 
it with the production of acid, and thai 
as soon as a little of the sugar is 
thus changed the milk takes on a 
changed flavor. 


Regardless of the care <Scerci?e<l it 
not practicable to prepare com- 


mercial milk which is free from germ 
life, hut various precautions arc ob- 
served to keep the amount of Ihls to' 
•such a point that •alien the milk i e l 
kept rea«onaMy cold Jt wiJf remain 


ecl and in satisfactory condition for 


2? to 48 hours after delivery./

little aid to the consumer because any 
of us can readily determine when the 
milk has leached the point where it 
is taking on objectionable flavors.

has been said 
it is 


evident that although the richness, 
cleanliness and sweetness of the milk 
supply are important the constjuer 
can readily detect any impairment of 
any of these qualities, and as a mat- 
ter of fact the milk distributor knows 
that if he is4p gain the patronage of 
the community in any large vay, he 
must do it by putting on the market 
a. product which is equal to tind if pos- 
sible chghtly better than that of his 
competitors \\ith regard to these three 
qualities. 
• 


SAFETY 


When it comes to the matter of 


safety of the milk supplj, that ;s, 
freedom from danger of transmitt-i'g 
dangerous diseases, the consumer is 
very much handicapped m* judgment 
because there is no way by which the 
consumer can detect the presence m 
the milk of the various germs of dis- 
eases. As a matter of fact, it is very 
difficult , if not impossible, for the la- 
boiatory worker to make such an 
examination in a satisfactory manner. 
Ordinanlly the presence 
of disease 


germs in milk is made known by the 
outbreak among the consumers of the 
disease in question. 


In the matter of safety the milk 


supplies 
fall 
naturally 
into 
four 


groups. 


Ordiriary Raw Milk: A large part 


of the milk supply of the country is 
produced upon farms where the cows 
producing the milk and the people 
concerned in its production and deliv- 
ery are not subjected 
to a medical 


oversight beyond ordinary efforts to 
protect the health of both, the people 
and the cattle. Occasinally the uten- 
sils in which the milk is handled be- 
come contaminated by being washed 
with water from 
unsanitary water 


supplies. Occasionally it becomes con- 
taminated by being handled by persons 
who are coming down ' with a con- 
tagious disease or who are in contact 
with those who are suffering with it- 
More frequently the trouble, arises 
from individuals who are themselves 
quite healthy and who have not been 
known to be in contact with the dis- 
ease in" question for a considerable 
period, and yet are spreading tho 
germs of diseases. Recent studies of 
over a thousand people in Alabama 
have demonstrated that 5 -per cent of 
these people will spread typhoid in 
this way. 
Similar studies of people 


who were known to have had typhoid 
fever indicated that 10 per cent of 
this group were" what is known as 
typhoid carriers. , The known facts 
regarding the conditions surrounding 
the ordinary milk supply may be sum- 
marized by saying that such milk con- 
sumed in its raw state is distinctly un- 
safe- 
Tl-BERCfLIX TESTED RAW MILK 


The tuberculin test furnished a~mod- 


cmt«ly successful method of determin- 
ing the presence of tuberculoses in cat- 
ilo. and it is being widely applied to the 
cattle of the State. The application of 
this test is a step in the right direc- 
tion. because it leads to the finding 
nnd removal of a considerable portion 
of She diseased animals. Such milk 
is much safer from the standpoint of 
tuberculosis than is the ordinary raw 
milk supply. ,On the other hand it 
s-houM be clearly kept in mind that 
mi"; from tuberculin tested herds is 
not entirely safe 
in the matter of 


jubcrculosis. because it is a matter of 
common knowledge that not all of the 
tabcrcMloJs cattle are diseased by ihc 
tuberculin test. Moreover, the applica- 
tion of the tuberculin test docs' not 
offer any protection from the typhoid 
carriers and other agencies of carrying 
53ic other diseases. TVhilc milk from 
mbcrculin tested cattle is safer than 
5hc ordinary raw milk, it fc« by no 
means lo he classified as a safe milk 


CERTIFIED MILK 


A?»out ISM , an effort was begun 


jo provide a safe milk supply by a 


careful 
medical examination both of 


the 
cattle 
producing 
the 
milk 


and the people handling it. This has 
been carried on for more than thirty 
years with a fair amount of success 
The principal drawback to Certified 
milk lies m the fact that the safe- 
guards which are thrown around it 
in the effort to make it safe add about 
ten cents per quart to its cost, and 
this makes Certified 
milk a luxury 


rather than a food. 
•" 


PASTEURIZED MILK 


The real 
solution ^of the 
prob- 


lem of a safe 
milk"' supply 
has 


been worked out through the ap- 
plication of heat in making milk safe. 
This is by no means an unique meth- 
od of making food safe, because we 
use it constantly in alt cooking. How- 
c\er, we object to the flavor of cook- 
ed milk and therefore it is necessary 
to apply heat to milk with great care 
if we are on one hand to make it safe, 
and on the other hand to have an ar- 
ticle of food which is acceptable to the 
public. As a matter of fact, the heat 
treatment necessary to make safe is 
to bring it to about the temperature of 
a cup of hot coffee, hold it at tha% 
temperature for 30 minutes and then 
cool it. 


After some preliminary experience 


the plan of making city milk supplies 
safe in this way were developed by 
Chicago in 1910 and Kew York in 1911. 
Their lead has been followed by some- 
thirty American cities and pasteuriz- 
ed milk is available in all large and in 
practically all small cities in the Unit- 
ed States. 


On one hand the safety derived from 


pasteurization is even mor© complete 
than that obtained by Certified milk 
and on the other hand the cost of this 
process is slight, being a fraction of a 
cent per quart. As a result more uan 
one-half of the milk supply 
of all 


cities is now pasteurized 
and 
the 


amount is f tcadily increasing. 


SUMMARY 


The question of what is a good milk 


may" be answered-by saying that it is 
one carrying a satisfactory amount 
of cream and other milk solids: is one 
which is so clean that no noticeable 
amount of foreign matter shows in the 
bottom of the bottle: one-so sweet that 
milk remains in satisfactory condi- 
tion for use during the period when it 
would be norma'lly use in the house- 
hold: and one which is certified under 
the supervision of a properly consti- 
tuted Medical Milk Commission, or is 
properly pasteurized and properly pro- 
tected after pasteurization.

THE AMERICAN VIEW OF 


DISARMAMENT 


At the plenary session of the naval con- 


ference Ambassador Hugh Gibson who 
heads the American delegation made a 
statement, which as an interpretation of 
our national and international viewpoint 
is of the greatest importance and which 
will stand as a challenge not only to the 
participants in this conference, but to the 
world at large, to disarm and live in ways 
of peace. Answering the British demand 
for an absolute number of cruisers to pro- 
tect her commercial routes. Mr. Gibson 
says: 


I confess * * * that the American delegation 


entertains very serious misgivings Jn regard to 
the effort to prepare in time of peace for all pos- 
sible contingencies of this character in time of 
war. It seems clear to us that the same duty of 
hunting down commerce raiders may fall upon 
any one o£ our r.avics in time of \\ar, but that if 
in "time of peace we are building up forces to 
perform this duty, it effectively shuts the door 
to any real limitation of naval strength. 


\* * « it is our belief that naval needs are rel- 


ative. * * * Thus wo fee! that limitation by one 
power makes possible limitation by other pow- 
ers. * * * It is difficult for us to accept the idea 
of absolute naval needs. If we assume that naval 
needs are absolute each country must be the sole 
judge of its naval needs, which cannot then be 
subject to reduction by agreement iiith other 
powers. 
Another fundamental point for us is that any 


agreement can be justified only in the case that it 
constitutes a genuine limitation ^\hich prevents 
the evils of competitive building:: that it allays 
international distrust and suspicion and limits 
the burdens of taxation. 


• * * I am confident that all my colleagues 


about this table would repudiate with equal ve- 
hemence the thought of conflict betv. een us. * • * 


I am confident that 1 reflect not only the views 


of. the American delegation but the views of all 
those assembled hero v. hen J state that agree- 
ment between the three powers we represent is 
worth more to all of us than any technical ad- 
vantage and that the mutual confidence and the 
feeling of security to be derived from such an 
agreement has more value than any number of 
guns and ships. 


If the result of the conference cannot be con- 


strued by world opinion" as a self-denying ordi- 
nance freely entered into by three of .the great 
naval powers then it has no value whatever and 
will do infinite harm. 


Here we have a complete and, it seems 


to us, unanswerable definition 
of the 


basis on which disarmament must be ar- 


\ ranged, if it is to be genuine, and not a 


subterfuge to deceive other powers and 
•the world generally.

ing wanting as an answer to British 
contentions for special treatment.

forced within reason and openly and not 
by trickery. Other states should follow

MORE ASSEMBLY POLITICS 


Two plans for consolidation of 
state 


departments, boards and 
commissions 


have been killed by the assembly.

One, 
the proposal of Senator Titus, would have 
reduced the 
number of departments, 


boards, etc.. from 73 to 25. 
The other, 


known as the Boldt bill, would have com- 
bined 12 departments under a new board 
of public affairs, with absolute supervi- 
sion of state expenditures. This bill was 
prepared by the legislative interim com- 
mittee after 
many months of 
careful 


study, and was in effect a move to put in- 
to operation the budgeting of state expen- 
ditures and the more efficient and busi- 
nesslike conduct of public affairs. There 
is no doubt that either the Titus or the 
Boldt plans would have saved the tax- 
payers of Wisconsin large sums of money. 
Each was recommended by economy and - 
good business practice. 


v The killing of these measures in the 
lower house must be a matter of disap- 
pointment and regret to the people, and 
must also be regarded as political. 
This 


latter fact is the more astonishing since 
neither proposal was factional and since 
both were introduced in good faith to help 
•conserve the state's finances and bring 
about retrenchment that is obviously 
needed. It is hard to understand the men- 
tal attitude of assembly legislators in re- 
jecting these bills when they were passed 
by the senate without a dissenting vote. 
Most of the legislative troubles of 'Wis- 
consin may, however, be attributed to the 
attitude and acts of the assembly. ^ The 
conclusion is forced that it is composed, 
in a majority at least, of incompetent rep- 
resentatives whose understanding of their 
duties does not square with the progres- 
sive needs of Wisconsin.

2. THE POSTURE MUSCLE

more or less to the support of the body in the croc 
posture, muscles In the feet as well as muscles li 
the neck, but one muscle. 1 think, may be fnlrlj 
deilgnatcd the paramount muscle of posture, th 
key muscle, and that is the straight muscle of th 
belly, 
known to physicians as rec.tus abdomlnis 


This muscle, or rather pair of muscles, for there »; 
one on cither side of the midline. is attached to th< 
ribs and tir> of the breastbone above and to th< 
front of the pelvic bone below. 


Contraction of the recttis tends to elevate the fron 


of the pelvis and to depress or draw down the tip o 
the breastbone, and this indirectly tends to straight 
en the lower part of the spine. There is much more 
of the mechanics of rectus muscle action, but these 
essential facts are sufficient to indicate how the 
action of the straight belly muscle determines pos- 
ture.

PASSEDBYEXPERTS 


Believe Measure Will Be Help 


to Reforestation in Wiscon- 
sin 


Tho Forest Crop bill, recently In- 
reduced in the "Wisconsin state legls- 
aturo. is hailed by tax'experts as 
'cmcdial legislation for tho benefit of 
ill local taxing districts In which 
hero is now or will develop Idle land 
whoso only commercial value is 
to 


use for crowing timber. In many 
cases, these lands hav« been over- 
assessed by tho towns, and taxes on 
.hem aro delinquent. It is feared that 
unless some measures arc taken, the 
.owns will never get any revenue 
from these lands, and many of them 
arc already in a bankrupt condition. 


The Forest Crop bill is a reforcstra- 


tion measure intended to induce own- 
ers of this class of lands to pay up 
the back taxes, and enter them under 
the act. This means that the towns 
will then get twenty cents per acre 
tax revenue from such lands annual- 
ly, partly from the owner and partly 
from 'the state, and that the state's 
appropriation will bo ultimately re- 
imbursed by the yield tax." 


An owner entering lands under the 


chapter must devote them to grow- 
ing timber; must pay acreage tax to 
town treasurer of ten cents per acre 
per year: must pay to state treasurer 
ten per cent of stumpage value of 
products cut. State treasurer pays in 
additional ten cents per acre or frac 
tion thereof if total exceeds maximum 
limit of appropriation to town treas 
urer. The maximum limit of appro 
priation. however, is placed so high 
that there is no chance of its being 
reached. 


If land entered under the act is 


voluntarily 
withdrawn, the 
owner 


must pay net amount of tax ad- 
vanced to"- town treasurer, plus in> 
terest at five per cent.. The Conserve 
tion commission is given the right to 
check up on the lands, and if it finds 
any violations of the provisions of the 
act, to provide for their being re- 
turned to the local tnx roll. 
The 


yield tax and the income tax will 
more than reimburse the state for its 
share of the burden, it is pointed out 
and by the transaction the forests of 
the state will be preserved and the 
forest industries of the state 
main^ 


tained perpetually. It means the de- 
velopment of Wisconsin forests which 
are now fast disappearing.
